to any country... In support also of his 
contention that the Ignorant foreign 
woman would not vote until she was 
qualifled to do so, he stated that the 
{gnorant man would not allow his wife 
or daughter at the polls; that it was a 
new phase of life he would have to get 
used to, and, incidentally, he would 
have to sluff off the deep crust of 
selfishness which usually surrounds 
the ignorant foreign men who are not 
used to ‘liberty themselves before they 
would allow thelr women such a privi- 
lege. The speaker then quoted the 
recent vote polled in the city of 
Chicago, Which has a large foreign ele- 
ment. In the Polish section of the 
city, where peculiarly brilliant and well 
educat®@ types of women are found 
(in fact, some of the most brilliant wo- 
men in the city are Polish descent), 
nearly ten thousane women registered 
thelr vote, while in the Italian section, 
| fully as populous as the Polish section, 
scarcely more than one hundred women 
registered this year, This Professor 
Alexander claims to be proof positive 
that the educated foreign woman will 
cast her ballot if she gets the chance, 
while the ignorant one would not.

The resignation of Colonel John 

Seely, secretary of war, came. quickly

duction of Home Rule, 

Colonel Seely in his validictory ad- 
dress to the house of commons, de- 
nied that King George had taken any} 
initiative of any kind in the crisis, He 


said: “The suggestion absolutely is 
without foundation, in the | broadest 
sense, His majesty took no initative 


of any kind.” 

The correspondence between Colonel 
Seely and the officers in Ireland had 
astonted.the country and in the opin- 
jon of seasoned politicians demanded 
one of two courses—the cashiering of 
the secretary for war, or the resigna- 
tion of the entire cabinet, The first 


question, made it clear that the instruc- 
tions given to General Sir Arthur Paget 
before his interview with the officera 
under him’ had emanted directly from 
the war office and were not submitted 
to the prime minister by the secretary 
of war. 

* Then came a telegram from Sir 
Arthur Paget, from which “it appeared 
to the government that these officers 
deliberately had defied the lawful 
orders of Sir Arthur Paget and also 
his authority But subsequently it ap- 
peared that there had been a complete 
and honest misapprehension of the 
statement that there hat! been a com- 
plete and honest misapprehension of 
the statement made by General Paget 
at the meeting with his officers. These 
officers believed they were to treat 
Ulster’as an enemy of the country and 
overwhelm her by a surprise attack. 
That belief, as one can well imagine, 
must have been fostered by wild rum- 
ors which were abroad, there was not 
a shadow of foundation for these rum- 
ors. 

“The authoritics know. that directly 
we moved troops these rumors would 
arise, and that was the absolute justi- 
fication for my action in accepting the 
suggestion of General Paget that we 
should be prepared for a state of dis- 
order following these necessary moye- 
ments.” .
